REALTORS OF NATION 


HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 18.—Mme. 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink died com- 
paratively poor, but happy in the 
knowledge the thousands of dollars 
she gave away brought joy to oth- 
ers. 

Friends recalled today one of the 
great contralto’s last observations as 
she looked at the flowers heaped in 
her bedroom:

With the 1936 cotton crop prac- 
tically all harvested, the major por- 
tion-of it ginned and in the hands, 
of dealers, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace warned an assembly of 
farmers in Memphis this week that 
it was time to begin planning in| 
connection with next year’s crop. 

This year’s crop registered a 
large increase over that of last 
year, and the final ginning report 
may disclose an increase of close 
to 2,000,000 bales. Only a big in- 
crease in domestic consumption 
and a moderate increase in exports 
have avoided another addition to the 
already large surplus, and a disas- 
trous dip in the sale price while 
cotton was in progress from fields 
of the south to the warehouses of 
factors. 

Arriving in Memphis from a trip 
through Texas and Arkansas, Sec- 
retary Wallace reports that farmers 
in those states were more interested 
in whether or not the cotton crop 
will be under control regulations 
than they were in the correlated 
subject of crop insurance, 

The federal government can do 
little toward crop insurance unless 
there is some method of crop con- 
trol, and before formulating plans 
which are to be promulgated De- 
cember 15 the secretary is securing 
opinions and promises of co-opera- 
tion from producers in the various 
large cotton-raising states. 

Considering the disastrous sur- 
plus of 13,000,000 bales four years 
ago, which caused cotton to drop 
to 5 cents a pound, it is unthink- 
able that producers will run the risk 
of another such experience. It has 
been definitely demonstrated that a 
small crop, bringing a high price, 
is more profitable than a large crop 
with low prices, and with.the great 
advance in diversified farming and 
stock raising in the old cotton sec- 
tion, southeastern producers will be 
satisfied with suéh a program. Un- 
questionably the size of next year’s 
crop will rest largely upon the de- 
cision of growers in the delta re-. 
gion and the states beyond the 
Mississippi.

After Palestine, Irak. 

The coup d'etat in Bagdad by Gen- 
eral Sidky Bekir Pasha is as much 
directed against Great Britain as was 
the recent Arabic general strike in 
Palestine. In fact, it is directly con- 


nected with the Palestipian unheaval. 
Nuri Pasha, the Irak foreign minis- 
ter, had offered his services as media- 
tor between the Arabs in Palestine 
and the British authorities, and it 
was on this initiative that the gen- 
eral strike was terminated, awaiting 
the arrival of a British royal com- 
mission of inquiry. 

General Sidky was dissatisfied 
with this move of the foreign minis- 
ter. He figured that the Palestinian 
Arabs should have continued the 
fight against the British authority to 
the bitter end. To show his dissatis- 
faction he had a squadron of air- 
planes appear over Bagdad to drop 
leaflets in which the cabinet was call- 
ed upon to resign and the king was 
asked to name another prime min- 
ister. After the leaflets had been 
scattered the squadron dropped some 
bombs by way of warning. Immediate- 
ly, the cabinet resigned and the min- 
isters fled the country, amongst them 
Nuri Pasha, the man who had car- 
ried on the negotiations in Palestine. 

There the matter .rests for the mo- 
ment. But Sidky Bekir Pasha is now 
virtually in control of Irak and he 
intends to give the country another 
orientation. He’would be an alley of 
Turkey instead of Great Britain. 

If we consider that the pipe line 
from the Mosul oil fields runs for the 
greater part over Iraq territory and 
that the terminus of the oil line is 
Haifa, near Mount Carmel, in the 
Holy Land, and that Great Britain 
is transforming this city into the 
mightiest war harbor in the Mediter- 
ranean, in order to have a solid point 
d’appui for the defense of the Suez 
canal, we may realize that England is 
deeply interested in what takes place 
in Irak and that there can be no ques- 
tion of letting that country go its own 
way or become the source of more 
friction and trouble in a neighborhood, 


‘which is of vital interest to the Brit- 


ish empire. 

It is a curious coincidence that the 
palace-revolution in Bagdad against 
the British influence should have 
broken out just two days before Sig- 
nor Mussolini made his phenomenal 
speech in Milan, wherein the Duce 
called upon England to come to a set- 
tlement with Italy regarding spheres 
of influence in the Mediterranean. In 
a previous address the Duce pointed 
to the chaos and disorder in Arabic 
countries under British influence, 
while the anti-British agitation by 
Italian radio stations speaking in 
Arabic during the Abyssinian affair 
is a matter of record, 

Sidky Bekir Pasha is not an un- 
known figure to the world. He was 
the officer who commanded the sec- 
tion of the Iraq army which massa- 
cred the Assyrian Christians two years 
ago, a ghastly business which shocked 
the civilized world and which decid- 
ed the League of Nations to with- 
draw the remnants of the Assyrian 
people from Iraq. The general is also 
the animator of an anti-Jewish move- 
ment in his country. 

The Jews of Bagdad are, on the 
whole, not Zionists. That is to say 
they have nothing to do with . the 
colonization work in Palestine. They 
have of course a religious link with 
the Holy Land. But Sidky Pasha ar- 
gues this way: The Jews in Pales- 


tine are the proteges of England. They 
‘are building up a Jewish state in the 
'midst of our Arabic world. That state 
‘is to be England’s basis of control 


for the Arabic countries. Perhaps the 
Jews of Iraq, poor peddlers and mer- 
chants and artisans for the most part, 
have nothing to do with this. Perhaps 
they are not involved in this English 
plot.~But maybe they are. To start 
with, we are going to oppress them. 
And if they dare to complain to their 
brethren abroad. we will see what 
measures ‘we shall take. 

Having regard to Sidky’s awful rec- 
ord in exterminating the oldest Chris- 
tian community, that of the Assyrians, 
there is good reason to worry about 
his intentions with regard to the Jew-

VACATIONS WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—President Roosevelt de-

He countered such questions the 
other day by saying it speaks for itself. 

You may not have heard what it says. Its voice does not appear to 
have been either loud or certain. But, as amplified by an official magna 
'vox backstage, its proper evaluation may be recorded substantially as 
follows: 

The President is going to Buenos Aires to attract world attention to 
a proposed Pan-American neutrality program among the nations which 
are not at all likely to go to war. - He is going fishing for a month, not 
only to get a vacation himself, but to give the country one. He has left 
many a hot problem (NRA, AAA, etc.) behind him on the White House 
window sill to cool. , 


FIRST STEP A diplomatic spokesman for the New pBal has been 

advising observers privately to watch the Pan-Ameri- 
can conference for “its effect on the League of Nations neutrality moves.” 
What he means is that the administration hopes Europe will ‘take up and

B. A.—but, frankly, it only “hopes.” 

United States diplomats have received no practical encouragement 
for peace from any of the nations which are likely to go to war. They 
will find it easy enough to get the smaller Latin-American nations into 
g neutrality pact, but getting Japan, Germany, Russia et al into any 
effective agreement will be something entirely different.

When slimming down to perfect 
weight impairs health, look into the 
method—don’t blame the lost pounds.

| tively and qualitatively correct, for 
there is a point below which the cal- 
(ories cannot safely be reduced. The 
‘internal work of the body goes on 
‘all the time—respiration, heart beat, 
;and maintenance of muscle tone—and 
|all that takes calories. For this rea- 
son, no reducing diet should be brought 
below the basal requirements, which 
average 1,000 to 1,500 calories per 
day.
